Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that none of the references 
alone or incombination disclose a single sign on agent to 1) authenticate a user in response to an initial authentication request by 
obtaining or retrieving an attribute certificate having authentication data for the user and also 2) authenticating the user for subsequent 
authentication request made by the SSO agent. Examiner asserts that Woods teaches a single sign on system as shown in Columns 5, 
and 6 of US 6,691 232. Woods teaches an SSO agent made of a login component, gatekeeper component, and other security 
components. Woods teache the user requests authentication from the SSO agent. The SSO agent retrieves from thauser a credential 
such as a certificate, from the request. The SSO agent authenticates the suer for subsequent authentication requests by establishing a 
Trust level, gained from the retrieved certificate. Parker US 6.766,454 teaches the certificate is an attribute certificate. 
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
